Mrs. Chester Plans Husband’s Fu- 
neral Before Going Abroad. 


HIS END OCCURS SUDDENLY. 


| Ireen in Letter 
Lett with Friend b by Wife. 


Premonition, warning, intuition—whatever 
the word may be—caused Mrs. Harry W. 
Chester, wife of a member of 1.0 frm of 
Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., to make all 
arrangements for her husband’s funeral sev- 
eral months before his last illness and death. 

Mr. Chester died Thursday afternoon, 
March 25, as the result of a. severe attack of 
pneumonia at his residence in Park Ridge. 
He was fll only a few days, and it was said 
to be the first illness he had suffered during 
his life. : 

Friends of the family immediately cabled 
Mrs. Chester, who has been in Europe for the 
last three months, and arrangements were 
made for the funeral and burial. The day 
following Mr. Chester's death, howevcr, Mrs. 
Wilson H. Perrine of Bvanston appeared at 
the Park Ridge residence and presented a 
sealed letter on which was inscribed: 


To be opened only in the event of the death 
of my husband, Harry W. Chester. 


Letter Turned Over to Friends. 

Mre. Perrine, an intimate friend of Mrs. 
Chester, did not learn of Mr. Chester's death 
until the day after it occurred. She turned 
the letter over}o Dr. S. A. Woodworth and 
other friends: of the Chester family, who 
were going ahead with funeral arrangements. 

This letter was given me by Mrs. Chester 
just before she left for Europe, Mrs. Per- 
rine explained. ‘1 was instructed to have 
it opened only in the event of the death of 
Mr. Chester. I did not even know he was 
in and I was greatly surprised and shocked 
when I learned of his death.“ 0 

The letter was opened and read. It was 
written caréfully in Mrs. Chester's hand- 
writing.and contained explicit directions 
concerning the funeral of her husband. 
When the letter was written it is declared 
that Mr. Chester was in the best of health 
and no one suspected that his death was near. 


Every Detail Figured Out. 

Mrs. Chester had figured out every detail 
of her husband's funeral, arranging for the 
minister, who was to conduct the service, 
and the undertaker who was to take charge 
of the body. She even left instructions re- 

ng the manner in which the casket 
should be placed in the library of the Park 
Ridge residence. 

She directed that the funeral service be 
held. at the residence, and that certain 
hymns should be sung by an Episcopal 
choir. The Rev. Z. T. Phillips of Trinity 
Episcopal church was selected by Mrs. 
Chester to officiate at the funeral. This was 
the only part of the instructions in the curi- 
ous letter not carried out. Mr. Phillips was 
unable to be present, but his assistant, the 
Rev. C. K. Thomson, read the service.

1900, the decrease amounting to forty-two, 
or more than 10 per cent of the total nine 
years ago. There were negrly 4,000 fewer 
persons employed in 1906 than in 1900, and the 
wages paid were less by over $300,000 than 
they were five years before. 


Women Employes Cut Down. 
Curiously énough as this fe a product 
which affects the women of the country so 
greatly, the glove manufacturers have kept 


at work. but have cut down their women 
employés from 0,542 in 1900 to 6,245 in 1906, 
so that under the ways, and means com- 
mittee’s schedule, after cutting down their 
employment of women, they propose to 
make the women themselves bear the burden 
of the increased prices of all kinds of wom- 
en's and children's gloves. 

From 1897 to the present time the tariff 
has not been touched. There has been no 
legislation to interfere with the prosperity 
of the glove business in Glov: Ne and 
Johnstown, the two principal cities of Ful- 


‘ton county, which is the genter of the in- 


dustry for the United States, Gloversville 
lost fifteen establishments in the five years 
from 1900 to 1905, and in all of Fulton county 
there has been a reduction in the number 
of plants of twenty-one. 

There is the authority of the United States 
census for saying that this is the result, 
almost exclusively, of the consolidation of 
interests and the abandonment of the small- 
er plants. Everybody who is familiar with 
the commercial history of the United States 
knows what that means. It means nothing 
more nor less than that the glove business of 
Fulton county, New York, whatever may 
be true elsewhere in the United States, has 


fallen into the hands ot a trust. That is the 


way a trust always operates, and its first 


duty is to wipe out the superfluous estab- 11 — ar finds that 


lishments, which means the necessity of a 
reduction in the number of persons em- 
ployed. 


Capital and Labor Fight. 
Taking up the results in Fulton county, 
New York, it is shown that the product in 
1905 was worth $986.010 less than five years 
before. What was the reason for that? The 


United States census officially says it was | 


caused by the fight between capital and 
labor. The glove manufacturers of Fulton 
county had just as much protection in 1905 
as they had had since 1897, when the Dingley 
bill became a law. 

These figures show, therefore, that the 
ways and means committee, at the request 
of an ex-congressman, who is one of the best 
fellows in the world but who looks after his 
own interests, increased the duty on a prod- 
uct largely, if not entirely, controlled by a 
trust In its home in a New York town, and 
that this trust has reduced its output re- 
cently because of a dispute with ite em- 
ployés, of whom it now has, or did have in 
1905, several thousand less than were em- 
ployed five years before. 

In spite of these facts 500,000 women are 
to be ignored By the decision of the house 
leaders, and the members of the house will 
not even be given an opportunity to vote 
on a schedule which has about it the taint 
of unwisdom, if not of unfairness and in- 
Justice. 

Action Unfair to Party. 

An opportunity is to be given to 
bermen and to the hide dealers and rs to 
secufe a separate vote on the schedules in 
which u are interested. That is right 
and proper. They are entitled to that con- 
sideration and nobody begrudges it to them. 
There is no valid reason yet advanced why 
the same consideration should not be ex- 


| tended to those people who, like the 500,000 


women in Chicago, believe that the advance 
in the tariff rate on a product controlled by 
a trust which quarrels with its workmen and 
discharges its women employés 
also be subjected to the scrutiny of a vote 
of the individual members of the house of 
representatives; and what is true of gloves 
is equally true of sugar, of hosiery, and of 
all of the finished manufactures of cotton, 
wool, and silk. ‘ 

There may be reason for all of these 
duties, but if so they ought to be developed. 
in the crucible of a sharp debate in the 
house of representatives. It would take but 
a short time to have a record vote on each of 
these propositions, so that when the next 
election rolls around the people can hold 
their representatives responsible for their 
actions. As it is now, it is possible the whole 
party may have to suffer for the mistakes of 
a dozen Republicans on the ways and means 
committee.

At the end of this period the maximum 
rates automatically will go into effect against 
all countries which, in the opinion of the 
executive, are not giving to the United States 
their most favored r In other 
words, it will require ve action by 
the president, after a thorough inquiry, to 
give to any nation the benefit of the minimum 
American rate. 

If in the general inquiry nien will be 
made during the “ probationary period the 
certain nations are dis- 

criminating nst the United States, he 
eh merely réfrain from issuing a proclama- 
tion regarding these countries and the max- 
imum rate henceforth will apply to them. 

This plan gives to the executive complete 
power of inquiry and decision. The Supreme 
court of the United States in a case involving 
the constitutionality of the McKinley tariff 
act decided that congress by similar method 
of administration was in nowise delegating 
its authority to the executive. Congress will 
fix absolute rates, which will apply under 

circumstances which it prescribes and no 
legislative discretion will rest with the presi- 


dent.

Had a visitor chanced to peep behind the 
doors of 222 Ewing street two months ago 
when the apartment was being put in readi- 
ness, he would have discovered interesting 
sights. He would have found Mrs. Arthur 
Manierre perched on a “ ladder ’’ of alter- 
nating store boxes and chairs and gilding 
chandeliers, he would have found others 
of the founders arranging curtains and pic- 
tures and placing rugs, for not only have 
they boug&t the furniture but they have 
prided themselves on doing the work of the 
furnishing. 

Since that time there have been daily 


classes taught by Miss Murphy, with the 


founders as general superintendents and and 
fairy godmothers—classes of small girls, of 
young girls and of mothers, all léarning to do 
scientific cooking, to know the needs of sani- 
tation and personal cleanliness, and of the 
care of the little folks. : 

„Why.“ said Miss Murphy, we have one 
little girl of 9 who is acting as housekeeper 
for her father and three hers.

SCHEME TO AID MADDEN SEEN

Friends at Springfield Reported Active 
in Removal of Penitentiary Clause 
from Act. 


Martin B. (“ Skinny) Madden and his 
Heutenants who were indicted with him 
are alleged to be seeking partial immunity 
baths by changes in the law through their 
friends at Springfield. Believing that a 
law mitigating punishment would be retro- 
active and constitutional in their cases, they 
are said to be attempting the eHmination of 
the penitentiary feature from the present 
laws governing conspiracy.

Mrs. Sterling Declares Husband to 
Blame in Two Cases, | 


Information that an inquest had been held 
on the death of a baby in the house of Mrs. 
Mabel Sterling of 66 Carpenter street two 
years ago reached Inspector Edward McCann 
of the Desplaines street police station last 
evening and an investigation will be made 
today. Mrs. Sterling and her husband, 
George, a mute, are being held following the 
discovery of a tortured baby boy in their 
home by Detectives Bonner and O'Neill 
Thureday night. 

According to the police official, Mrs. Sterl- 
ing admitted that a 4 months old boy died 
two years ago from negiect on the part of 
her husband. She also confessed to having 
the children insured, but denied she had 
ever collected anything following the death 
of Roy Douglas Sterling, whose death was 
investigated by the coroner. 


Evidence Warrants Inquiry. 

„ have enough evidence to make an inves- 
tigation necessary,” said In McCann. 
“There is no question that the last baby 
was brutally mistreated, but I hardly know 
just who is responsible. 

„% A short time after the finding of Harry 
Sterling by my detectives I was notified by 
Edward E. Goggin, a Juvenile court officer, 
that an inquest had been held in the Sterling 
home some years ago. It seems that a child 
had died suddenly. Now I learn that Mrs. 
Sterling was in the habit of insuring her 
children—al? of them adopted, I believe—but 


‘so far I have been unable to learn whether 


she collected the insurance.” 

Mrs. Sterling was roused from sleep last 
night in her cell at the station, She charged 
that her husband had attacked the baby after 
it had mutilated a newspaper. She told of 
the inquest in her home and declared her 
husband was largely responsible for the 
baby’s death. 


Boy Sen, Away from Fatker. 

„ All of the children are mine,“ she said, 
„and the oldest, now about 11 years‘old, is 
in Feehanville, III. I deemed it necessary 
that he should get out of sight of the de- 
bauches of his father. I had Roy insured and 
some time ago his older brother also was 
insured. I was compelied to drop the policies 
in both cases because of my inability to keep 
up the payments.

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WOMEN STORM STAMP HOUSE 


Police Reserves Needed to Stop 
Disorder at Store in St. Paul. 


NEW LAW IS THE CAUSE. 


Bargain Hunters Fear Tickets Would 
Not Be Redeemed. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 2.—[{Spectal.]—The 
police reserves had to be called out this 
morning to control a crowd of 500 women 
gathered in front of the Sperry & Hutchins 
Trading Stamp company, 288 East Seventh 
street. They were threatening to make a 
concentrated attack on the door unless ad- 
mitted at once. The run on the company’s 
exchange room was the result of a bin 
passed by the state legislature which requires 
all stamps to have their face value printed 
on them and to be redeemable at any time, 
and the women were afraid the store would 
go out of business before the stamps could 
be redeemed in furniture, rugs, and other 
household goods. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock the store opened for 
business and all the women tried to enter at 
once. In spite of the police, the store was 
filled in two minutes and the doors had to be 
closed in the faces of the rest of the throng. 


Seize Everything in Sight. 

On the inside the women seized anything 
they could lay their hands on and shoved 
their stamp books at the clerks without wait- 
ing for the articles to de wrapped up. One 
woman, 60 years of age, was seen dragging a 
chair which weighed more than she did 
through the rear door. 

At short intervals men came from the 
store and assured the crowd that the store 
would remain open and that there was no 
cause for the run, but the women hooted 
them and insisted on being allowed to enter 
at once. The books were redeemed as quick- 
ly as the clerks could wait on the people, 
but the management refused to accept the 
books which were not completely filled, that 
being one of the rules. 


Many Complaints to Police. 

The refusal to accept partially filled books 
caused much indignation, and many reported 
their troubles at the central police station, 
where yo women were told nothing could be 
done. Desk Sergeant Wright answered al- 
most a hundred complaints over the tele- 
phone. 

The Sperry & Hutchins company is not the 


| only trading stamp company suffering from

GOMPERS DEFENDS BOYCOTTS 
AFTER OTHERS ATTACK THEM. 


President of Labor Federation Says 
Workers Have Right to Withhold 
Patronage from Any Concern. 


New York, April 2.—President Samuel 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor defended the use of the boycott today 
before the New York council of the National 
Civic Federation. Addresses by Prof. Fred- 
erick J. Stimson of Harvard and Prof. John 
Bates Clark of Columbia stirred him to 


Prof. Stimson referred to the recent con- 
tempt proceedings against Mr. Gompers and 
others. “A blacklist is unlawful.“ he said, 
“but a ‘white list,” which commends, is 
lawful. In the Gompers case there was a 
proved combination by a number of persons 
to influence the public not to trade with a 
stove company. As this announcement was 
printed in every number for years, most 
jurymen would decide that those facts 
showed a primary intention to molest the 
stove company.“ 

Mr. Gompers said in reply: 

“If the laws do not properly safeguard 
the fundamental rights of the laborer, then 
they should be changed. As a representa- 
tive of labor. I know the laborer has moral 


to organize and protect what he possesses, 
which is the power to work and to give or 
withhold his patronage.” 

Ex-Judge Reuben D. Silliman quoted from 
a letter written by President Taft last 
August, which said: 

“The boycott is such an instrument of 
tyranny that it must be met.by a weapon 
adequate to its suppression. The character

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MYSTERY OF A GIRL’S MURDER

Airship, Forced to Ground by the 
Wind, Easily Mounts Into Air. 


COUNT HONORED BY PRINCE. 


: Thousands Cheer as Sky Vessel Sails 
Over German Cities. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, April 2.—Count 
Zeppelin’s airship arrived here tonight from 
Dingolfing, where it had spent the night in 
an open field-after having been driven by a 
storm one ad from the ach cs ie of 
Munich. 

The return un was begun at 11:18 this 
morning. There was a moderate wind blow- 
ing. On rising the airship maneuvered in a 
satisfactory manner and headed in the direc- 
tion of Munich amid the cheers of the thou- 
sands of spectators. Automobiles and sev, 
eral detachments of cavalry followed the 
routé of the airship. 

The airship appeared over Munich about 
half past 1 this afternoon and made a suc- 
cessful landing on the parade grounds out- 
side the city. The count was greeted by the 
prince regent of Bavaria and several princes 
and princesses of the royal family, and was 
carried off to luncheon. Many distinguished 
persons were present at the meal. The 
prince proposed the health of the count and 
conferred a gold medal upon him. He also 
decorated the count’s companions. 

The airship left Munich at half past 3 for 
Friedrichshafen. The weather was fine and 
clear and the trip was made easily.

Annual Report Shows Heavy Falling 
Off in Gross Profits—Steerage 
Passengers Fewer. 


BREMEN, April 2.—The directors of the 
North German Lloyd steamship company is- 
sued the annual report of the company to- 
day. It shows undivided gross profits of 
only $2,304,000, against $8,174,250 in 1907. 
This amount, they say, jis ineufficient 
for the necessary write offe on  ves- 
sels, and the entire reserve and the build- 
ing and repairs fund will be absorbed to 
raise the write offs to $3,506,750, as compared 
with $4,017,500 in 1907. The reports say the

INVESTIGATION NOW ON. 


Architect Perkins Gives Numer- 
ous Reasons for Increase 
in Expenditures.

Is the Chicago board of education paying 
25 per cent more for the erection ot new school 
buildings of the $285,000 type recommenced 
by School Architect Dwight H. Perkins than 
should be paid? 

With a dozen new buildings of this type 
either being erected or contemplated, rep- 
resenting an expenditure of several million 
dollars, Joseph Downey, chairman of the 
buildings and grounds committee of the 


board of education and former building com- 


missioner of Chicago, is making a thorough 
investigation of the increased cost of build- 
ing. Recently Mr. Downey made the state- 
ment in a committee meeting that he could 
bulld one of the new $285,00 school buildings 
for 28 per cent less than the price proposed 
by Architect Perkins. 

The fact that Mr. Downey was delegated to 
investigate the cost came out yesterday at 
the regular meeting of the committee. Mr. 
Downey was absent and Oscar F. Greifen-

Desires an Explanation. 

There have been references in this com- 
mittee from time d time concerning the in- 
creased cost of the bulldings we are putting 
up over and above the cost in former years,“ 
he said. ‘‘ People have asked me to explain 
this, and I have been unable to give an ex- 
planation. Recently Mr. Downey remarked 
that he could put up a building for 25 per 
cent less than the price of $285,000 proposed 
by Mr. Perkins. Now, I don't like to have 
such remarks made without being able to 
answer questions concerning them. Why 


.do our buildings cost more now than they 


did in other years? I should.like to have 
this committee ask the architect to give us 
an explanation.“ 

President Otto C. Schneider then stated 
that Mr, Downey is investigating the sub- 
ject and will report to the committee in a 
short time. Architect Perkins declared after 
the meeting that greater conveniences and 
improvements in the new buildings are re- 
sponsible for the increase in cost. 


Tells of Increased Cost. 

„Since the Iroquols theater fire new or¢éi- 
nances have gone into effect and our dung. 
ings have to be constructed accordingly,’ 
he said. ‘‘ New regulations also have been. 
issued by the health department. A com- 
parison of the cost of Chicago construction 
with that of other cities is in our favor. Our 
construction costs us 15 cents a cubic foot, in 
St. Louis it costs from 17 to 19 cents, in New 
York from 21 to 23 cents, and in Boston from 
21 to 25 tents. 

In the last ten years the increase in the 
cost of our new buildings has amounted to 
about 50 per cent, and may be apportioned as 
20 per cent due to increase in the cost of 
material and labor, 15 per cent to changes in 
the city ordinances, and 15 per cent to addi- 
tional educational requirements. But with 
all this I will state that we have planned 
more econemically than have other cities, 
as the building costs I have given show.” 


Favor Larger Playgrounds. 

If recommendations passed by the com- 
mittee in the afternoon are approved by the 
board of education, séveral schools will have 
new or considerably increased playground 
facilities. The committee recommended the 
purchase of additional ground at the Law- 
son, Nash, Whitney, Howe, and Emmet 
schools. 

The crowded condition. of the Jefferson 
High school was the subject of considerable 
discussion. The comm ttee finaiiy decided to 
move two portable buildings from the Rogers 
school to the Jefferson school. A basement 
classroom .will be fitted up in the Rogers 
school to take the place of the portables.

Inquest in Case of Miss Mignonette. 


Frey Postponed Till April 14. 
. 


“Miss Mignonette Frey, as tenographer, and 
organist at the Campbell Park Presbyterian 
church, died yesterday at the Présbyférian 
hospital under circumstances which caused 
Deputy Coroner Charles F. Kennedy to post- 
pone the inquest until April 14 to give the 


police a chance to apprehend a young man | 


against whom suspicion rests. 

Asa P. Bacon, superintendent of the hos- 
pital, and Dr. Abbott Elliott Kay, who at- 
tended the young woman, issued statements 
assigning pneumonia as the cause of death. 
However, the post-mortem examination by 
Coroner's Physician Reinhardt disclosed the 
truth. The medical man's opinion was sub- 
sequently corroborated by an admission from 
the decedent's sister, Mies Blanch Frey, 934 
West Harrison street, to the effect that a 
child was found in the decedent’s room at 
879 West Polk street. 

The dead woman was 30 years old. She 


was an active worker among the young folks 


at the church, and for eight yéars was em- 
ployed by the John Gately company, having 
had charge of the country collections. Satur- 
day was her last day at work. 


Her Parents Dead. 

‘Miss Frey’s parents have been dead for 
some time and the sister who testified and 
an aunt, Mrs. Elizabeth Cunningham, of 
Easton, Pa., are her only Known relatives, 
The police have not yet learned with whom 
she kept company. 

Dr. Kay testified that’ the young woman 
had been ill for some time, that he prescribed 
for a severe cold, and that she visited him 
on March 14 and March 21. She called again 


| last Wednesday and could scarcely stand. 


He permitted her to lie down for a while 
and then had her removed to the hospital. 
Dr. Eben P. 8. Miller, 954 Lake street; testi- 
fied to being called into consultatiohb by Dr. 
Kay, and when Harry Birdseye, landlord at 
984 West Harrison street, testified to what 
was found in the young woman’s room 
Deputy Kennedy decided that the case war- 


ranted further investigation and continued 


the inquest accordingly. 

Friends of the young woman appeared 
greatly shocked over the disclosures. 

“Dr. Kay said she was suffering from 
pneumonia when he brought her to the hos- 
pital,” said Supt. Bacon, and, although I 
was not sure of any irregularities, I notified 
the coroner so that an inquest might be 
held if deemed necessary.“ 


Associates Are Surprised. 


The employers and business associates of 
the young woman told Deputy Kennedy that 
the revelations were a great surprise to them, 


that they had no reason to suspect her, and 


that they could throw absolutely no light on 
the case. 

Deputy Kennedy was called to the tele- 
phone just before he determined to continue 
the inquest, and it is believed he was given 
information that will lead to the issuance 
of a subpoena for a west side young man, but 
the official would not even hint at his identity. 


HELD FOR MURDER 32 YEARS OLD 


Rich Texan Is Arrested on His Ranch 
Pending Arrival of Officer from 
Terre Haute, Ind.

AN IMPORTANT COMMITTEE. 
In the next yaar the council committee 
on harbors, wharves, and bridges will be- 
come one of the three or four most im- 
portant committees of the council. 
Upon this committee will fall the initin- 
tive work of the new harbor development 
to be planned by Harbor Engineer Ewen 
and his advisers and assistants. Before 
the year expires the committee is likely 
to be called. upon to negotiate with private 
capital as to harbor building and dockage 
establishments at the harbor mouth and in 
the Calumet district. It may be called 
upon to draft ordinances and consider 
questions as important as or more impor- 
tant than the traction settlement involved. 
It is of the utmost importance to the 
city and to the city’s future that this com- 
mittee be composed of the best timber the 
council contains, both from the standpomt 
of unquestioned integrity and ability to 
handle grave questions of policy and ditli- 
cult problems of a constructive and finan- 
cial nature. 
The mayor made an excellent beginning 
of this great work in his appointment of 
the harbor commission, whose report of 
a year and a half's labors the city bas 
had occasion recently to approve. He fol- 
lowed this up promptly with the equally 
wise selection of the president of the har- 
bor commission, Mr. Ewen, as harbor en- 
gineer to initiate plans and direct the de- 
velopment to be undertaken. Tan Tun 
UNE urges upon the gentlemen of the coun- 
eil committee or committees that they do 
not fail to take into account the impor- 
tance of the committee on harbors, 
wharves, and bridges, in view of the new 
duties and responsibilities, and will act 
as wisely and as considerately as the 
mayor has done for his part. 
The chairman gt this committee shouli 
he one of the strong men of the council 
and, if possible, one informed and deter- 
-mined respecting harbor and river devel- 
opment. This chairman should have the 
support of a reliable ang efficient eom- 
mittee. Such a committee would be a 
most grateful assurance to the community 
that improvements vital to Chicago's 
greater growth, involving millions of 
eventual expenditure, will be wisely, far- 
sightedly, and honestly projected and be- 

No considerations of politics or personal 
favor should weigh a feather’s weight in 
the selection of this committee. 


THE STATE CHARITIES BILLS. 

Three bills have been introduced in the 
legislature for the reorganization of the 
state charitable institutions. Undoubted- 
ly Senator Hay’s is to be preferred as 
embodying the ‘thoroughly considered 
views of the state board of charities. It 
was drawn with direct reference not only 
to the proved needs and defects of our 
present state institutions but algo-to the 
experience of other. states. 

Its most important practical feature is 
the centralization of responsibility and 
control. This, as has been proved, some- 
times by the lack of it, is vital to eff? 
ciency, economy, and harmony of admin- 
istration. Sen&tor McKenzie’s bill is 
chiefly defective in dividing the control. 

THe TRIBUNE suggests that Messrs. 
Hay, McKenzie, and Manny, the authors 
of the three bills, make an especial effort 
to agree over their differences. There are 
meritorions details of each of their bills, 
doubtless, and a compromise might be 
made by which the Hay bill, amended in 
some respects, could be put through with- 
out opposition. 

This is certainly desirable. The state 
charities administration should be re 
formed, and upon the general lines of the 
recommendations of the board of chari- 
ties. 


TRON AND STEEL. 

It is not safe to depend on the American 
manufacturer for information as to the 
foreign cost of production of an articie 
against which he desires protection. The 
figures he submits are almost invariably 
too low, while the domestic cost is 
stretched to the utmost. This was beau- 
tifully illustrated when the committee, on 
ways and means was discussing pig iron. 
The representative of one great American 
producer set out by putting down the 
cost of a ton made by it. at $13.50, bnt 
finally raised his estimate to $15.30. The 
cost of iron made in Germany under sim- 
lar conditions is, according to him, only 
$8.71 a ton. 

If the committee had permitted itself to 
be governed by this statement it would 
have left the duty at $4 a ton and the 
American ironmasters would have ro- 
joiced. Fortunately it had accurate in- 
formation on the subject. It had the re- 
port of an unbiased special agent of the 
government, who reported after a visit to 
the German furnaces that the cost of irou 
in the two best districts of Germany 
ranged from $12.38 to $14.28 per ton. 
Add to these figures inland and ocean 
freight and it will be apparent that a § 
duty is preposteréus. The committee 
made it $2.50, which is more than is 
peeded. The Alabama ironmasters need 
no protection. They are able, as Repr> 
sentative Hobson said the other day, to 
put down pig iron in every market in the 
world at a profit.

Little in the way of protest has been 
heard from the iron and steel men. It 
would require courage for them to make 
an open fight against the proposed duties 
in view of the evidence on which the com- 
mittee acted. If it had had equally ac 
curate information in all cases its bill 
would have been a better one. It does 
not follow that the iron and steel men will 
not make quiet efforts to secure the resto- 
ration of duties that would enable them to 
advance prices to too high a point after 
a revival of industry. If such efforts are 
made it will be in the senate. A year ago 
orders went out from one of the great 
steel companies to department supera- 
tendents of a Pennsylvania plant to line 
up their employés at the primaries for 
Penrose candidates for thé legislature. It 
may quietly ask him now to return the 
favor by doing something for it. 


NOTHING DEFINITE PROMISED. 

If the suburban service of the Lllinols 
Central were electrified there would be a 
perceptible diminution in the road's out- 
put of soot and smoke. Should the work 
prove as costly as railroad officials say it 
would the south siders, rejoicing in their 
partial liberation from a fearful nuisance, 
might not insist on the immediate electri- 
fication of the freight and through pas- 
senger service. They are a patient folk 
and would ask for nothing that was un- 
reasonable. 

If they had an assurance from the offi- 
cials of the road that the change from 
steam to electricity in the suburban serv- 
ice would be made this year or next year 
they would be greatly cheered and would 
count days until the promised relief came. 
They can get nothing definite from the 
officials, One of them says he has draft- 
ed his twelfth tentative solution of the 
problem. His health is good and he ‘may 
live to draft many more before hitting 
on one that suits him. President Hara- 
han says it would be foolish to hazard 
a guess as to when we will be able to 
begin construction.” For all that any one 
can tell, President Harahan may be re- 
peating that statement ten years hence. 

It may be that the Illinois Central esti- 
mates of the cost of electrification, though 
much higher than those of the city’s ex- 
pert; are correct. But when a railroad or 
an individual is urged to do something it 
or he does not wish to do there is a nat- 
ural tendency to exaggerate the cost so as 
to make the demand seem unreasonable 
or compliance with it practically impos- 
sible. So implicit faith should not be 
given to the IIIinois Central estimates. 
They may be in the nature of a bluff. 

But whilesthe Illinois Central considers 
only the cost of electrification and cares 
little for the nuisance it would abate, the 
community which is wrongfully subjected 
to that nuisance thinks of it alone and 
cares little what it may cost the road to 
abate it. The cost is not the community's 
concern, as Mr. Harrtman well knows, 

It would be expedient for the Illinois 
Central to begin on electrifiation or to 
give a distinct promise that it will do so 
in the near future. Otherwise it will find 
itself compelled to electrify its entire serv- 
ice within the city at one time, no matter 
what may be the cost. 


IDENTIFICATION THAT IDENTIFIES. 

Police Captain O’Brien has taken a po- 
sition respecting the identification of sus- 
pects which is creditable to his sense of 
justice and good policy. : 

He proposes to change the custom by 
which a complainant is taken to the pris- 
oner with the assumption that he is the 
offender and is asked to identify him. He 
recognizes the tendency of the imegination 
even of the most intelligent to follow a 
suggestion of this kind, and his orders are 
that identification shall be made from a 
group of prisoners at the stated time gath- 
ered in the police station for that purpose. 

This is the only method recognized in 
courts of law, where the genuineness of 
identification by witnesses is safeguarded 
in the same way, and it is the only justi- 
fiable method. Unless the complainant or 
witness is clear enough to pick the cui- 
prit from a number of persons, hie identi- 
fication is in itself worth nothing. Psy- 
chology, and law, and common justice 
alike condemn the present practice. 

Capt. O’Brien’s rule should be adopted 
by the whole department.

Matters have reached such a pitch that

While in the German, French, and Austrian 
armies the lamentable inadequacy of the 
pay of the army officers has the effect 
of keeping them in perpetual financial dif- 
ficulties, difficulties that by the anxiety which 
they cause impair their professional ef- 
ficiency, there are other countries where the 
government, knowing that the circumstances 
of the treasury will not admit of any in- 
crease of pay, prefers to close its eyes when 
the officers manage to add to their meager 
income by means of work that is not strictly 
military. Thus,in Denmark a number of the 
officers of the infantry, of the artillery, and 
of the engineers act as agents for the various 
native and even foreign insurance compa- 
nies, and are found particularly useful in this 
respect, as their standing as officers, holding 
a commission from the crown, enables them 
to reach people who are beyond the touch 
of the ordinary insurance agent. 

Every now and then there is trouble, by 
reason of the rivalry of the various compa- 
nies, and the other day some of the native 
organizations complained to the colonel] of 
an infantry regiment stationed at Aalborg, 
that one of his senior lieutenants was alto- 
gether too active in pushing the business of 
an American insurance concern. The colonel, 
who happens to be a rich man, and rather 
old fashioned in his ideas, summoned the 


lieutenant, fer the purpose of pointing out 
to him the impropriety of serving at one and 
the same time the king as an officer of ‘the 
regular army and a foreign insurance com- 


pany. 

. But the Heutenant, who must have had 
some American training and notions of the 
insurance business, talked so glibly, and 
with so much eloquence, that before he left 
the colonel he had not enly completely re- 
moved any objections that he might have 
entertained to his continuing to act as in- 
surance agent but had even induced the 
colonel to take out a policy of considerable 
size in the American society for which he was 
working.

In view of the movement which has been 
started against the indiscriminate retire- 
ment of officers in the navy, and especially 
in the army, almost immediately after they 
have reached the age of 60, without any re- 
gard for their physical and mental efficiency, 
their necessarily ripe experience, and the 
exceptional qualities and talents which they 
may possess, and which might otherwise be 
retained for a number of years more in the 
service of their country, it is timely to recall 
the fact that Field Marsha! Moltke, probably 
the greatest commander of the nineteenth 
century, was over 70 years of age when he 
brought the war of 1870 to a brilliant con- 
clusion, after having secured the capitula- 
tion of Paris, Metz, and Strasburg, and., 
having compelled France to surrender, as 
the fruit of his victory, her provinces of 
Alsace and Lorraine, and a war indemnity 
of a billion dollars. 

His principal associate in this wonderful 
campaign, which was fought out with such 
mathematical precision along the exact lines 
which he had arranged beforehand, was 
Field Marshal Count Albert von Roon, the 
minister of war, who was in his sixty-ninth 
year when he hailed King William of Prus- 
sia as German emperor in the palace of Ver- 
sailles in 1871. 

Moltke remained at the head of the general 
staff of the German army almost until his 
death, which took place in his ninety-second 
year, and nobody ventured to suggest that 
he had reached the limit of age or that he 


gether phenomenal usefulness just because 
he had attained a statutory number of years. 
To some men thé chance of greatly dis- 
tinguishing themselves only comes late in 
life. It was not until the war of 1866, when 
Moltke was in his sixty-seventh year, that 
he first achieved international fame, and won 
the confidence of his own countrymen as 
the greatest strategist of his time and as 
the organizer of victory who left nothing 
chance. There are mén, too, who have 
ver achieved renown as statesmen, or be- 
céme known as such, before their sixty- 
fifth year. Gladstone, for instance, was in 
the prime of his intellectual vigor when 70. 
The proposal, therefore, to do away with 
all hard and fast rules governing retirement. 
and to leave the matter to the discretion of 
some board of selection which would be in- 
fluenced not by a man’s years but by the con- 
dition of his physical and mental vigor and 
by his peculiar talents and experience, is well 
worthy of support.

Reform of Judicial Procedure. 


Chicago, April 1.—[Edétor of The Tribune. ] 
—Much is — * said about reform in judicial 
procedure in Illinois at this time. I have had 
twenty-five years’ experience at the bar and 
two years’ experience on the bench, so I am 
not altogether without knowledge on the. 
subject. | 

The first step, it seems to me, should be to. 
wipe out our antiquated and cumbersome 
system of common law procedure. There. 
should be but two forms of action, civil and | 
criminal. The time within which issues must 
be made up should be shortened; the filing 
of dilatory pleas should be prohibited and 
the tiresome, and often disgusting, proceed- 
ings had during the examination and select- 
tion of jurors should be eliminated and the 
examination made by the court. 

The evidence and arguments of counsel 
should be confined strictly to the matter at 
issue. The time within which matters tried 
in the court are to be decided.should be fixed 
by law and should not exceed ten days. The 
delays of the law often amount to a sub- 
stantial denial of justice. Much could be 
done to facilitate appeals. This is only an 
outline of a few things that might be done, 
and I hope it may help along the discussion.

It seems to me a city ordinance should be 
passed requiring landlords to fymigate all 
vacated apartments before allowing them | 
to be occupied again, the fumigation to be 
done in accordance with directions published 
by the department of health and subject to 
inspection by that department. 

Such compulsory fumigation would not 
only kill any disease germs which might be 
lurking in the apartment, but would also 
suspend the operations of any “ free board- 
ers that infest so many buildings and anno 
many a good housewife.

“Practically all the passages in the synop- 


tic gospels that sketch the day of judgment, | 
and they are many and lengthy, can be 


shown by comparative study to be non- 
genuine utterances. Jesus as judge and the 
twelve as judges are ideas found only in 
suspicious passages. 

Meaning of Parables. 


“ Jesus is credited with explanations of the 
meaning of his parables. For the most part 
these, even when they are detailed exposi- 
tions, are not, it seems, the product of Jesus, 

but of his early followers, who generally 
misunderstood his meaning. 

Jesus is frequently credited with promis- 
ing that he would return to the earth in 
glory and power. These are ideas fastened 
upon him by his disciples, for which he is not 
responsible. 

“Jesus is said to have asserted that the 
end of the world would come before the 
generation to whom he spoke had passed 

away. Elsewhere in the same gospels it 
is reported that he predicted that the gos- 
pel would have to be preached in the whole 
world before the end would come. Neither 
of these cantradictory 
him; they are both editorial products, one 
written by the man who put Matthew to- 
gether from certain written sources, the 


other inserted by some later hand at work 


upon Matthew. 


References to “the Church.” 


References in the gospels to the church’ 
are few, and these few are in passages not 
found in the original documents, but rather 
in editorial passages which seem to have 
deen added to support current views and 
practices of the church. 


“The synoptic gospels give no support to 


the belief that Jesus instituted the Lord’s 
supper or the rite of baptism. Apparent sup- 
port occurs Only in passages that were added 
later to the records of the more original 
documents. 

“All the evidence seems to place grave 
doubt upon the report that Jesus gave an 
explicit commission to his disciples to go 
into all the world and preach the gospel. 

“These passages in which Jesus is re- 
puted to have asserted that he would be 


present with his disciples after he had left 


the earth are apparentiy not from Jesus, 
but are the expression of the experiences of 
the disciples; and these experiences may 
be otherwise explained than due to Jesus. 
“In the synoptic gospels there are several 
strata of material: 1. What Jesus probably 


paid. 2. What the earliest editors of the 


gospels thought he said or would like to 
represent him as saying. 3. What iater 
editors thought it best to represent him as 
saying.”

BLACK HAND HEAD 


Vincenzo Geraci Arrested on 
Charge of Attempt to Ex- 
tort $3,000 from Doctor. 


THREAT TO KILL ALLEGED 


Lured by Proposed Victim Into 
Hands of Two Detectives, 
Who Overpower Him. 


Vincenzo Geraci, accused of being a mem- 
ber of the Black Hand,“ was arrested yes- 
terday on a charge of attempt to extort $3,000 
from Dr. Peter Cutrera, who lives at 204 Mil- 
waukee avenue. 


According to the physician, Geraci -first 
called upon him Thursday morning and de- 


he was not accustomed to keep so much 
money about the dffice and told him to come 
back again. Geraci departed and Assistant 
Chief Schuettler was notified. The next 
morning Geraci called again, and it is said he 
told the doctor’s brother, Emanuel Cutrera, 
@ dentist, that the money would have to be 
eg lately forthcoming or he would kill 
er. 

Again he was put off, but he loitered in the 
neighborhood until he saw Dr. Cutrera enter 
the office. It is alleged he followed him in- 
side and brandished a razor threateningly 
when he renewed his demand for $3,000. 


Lured Into Detective’s Hands. 

“You must wait,” said the doctor, until 
I can go to the bank.“ 

Fou deceive me.“ Geraci is said to have 
replied, “and I will get you. I have known 
you for thirteen years, and the people of 
Sicily know that as a member of the White 
Hand society you are our sworn enemy, and 
I have been sent here to slay you. Now 
make haste.“ 

Geraci suspected the physician was trying 
to entrap him, but he listened to the doctor's 
entreaties to accompany him to the bank. 
The two were proceeding along Milwaukee 
avenue, ostensibly for the bank, when they 
met Detectives Longabardi and Bernacchi, 
who took Geraci into custody. He resisted, 
but was soon subdued by the powerful of- 
ficers and sent to central police station in a 
patrol wagon. 

Capt. O'Brien personally interviewed him 
without result. Some of the police believe he 
is one of a new crop of criminals who re- 
cently came here to reap extortion harvests. 
He was not booked, and the police will make 
further efforts to get information from him. 


Called “Black Hand“ Member. 

** Geraci is a leading member of the Black 
Hand,” said the doctor, and I believe he 
meant to kill me. I first met him in Sicily 
thirteen years ago, but never knew him to 
harbor any ill feeling against me. I had not 
seen him in a long while until about two 
months ago I met him in the street. He 
professed friendship and asked me where I 
was living. I gave him my card. 

I suspected trouble when he first entered 
mb office on Thursday. He is desperate, and 
I think he is here on a special mission to kill 
persons who subscribed to the White Hand 
society. I am satisfied he had accomplices.” 

Although the police believe Geraci meant 
to kill if the money was not paid, they are not 
8o sure about him having accomplices. They 
are inclined to think it probable he was suf- 
b's from the wants of the necessaries of 

life and attempted to bluff his old acquaint- 
ance into aiding him. The prisoner looks 
peaceful enough, and insists that he was 
merely soliciting money to aid a sick coun- 
tryman. His record will be looked into. 


STUDENTS AT UNIVERSITY 
MAKE THREATS TO STRIKE. 


Offended by New Rule Which Gives No 
Physical Culture Credit if Gymnasi- 
um Is Cut Three Times. 


A general strike of University of Chicago 
students is expected today as the resuk of 
ah. announcement made yesterday by the 
faculty that any student cutting gymnasium 
classes three times during one quarter would 
receive no credit for physical culture. Under 
the old system ten absences were allowed. 
The latest faculty reform has roused a storm 
of protest from the undergraduates. 

The Daily Maroon, the student publication. 
contained numerous letters from angry 
students, calling upon the student body to 
refuse to attend classes if the new rule is 
enforced. One communication from an 
anonymous. writer who signed “Irate 
Student,“ said: : 

Without exception every man in the uni- 
versity got more than three cuts last quar- 
ter, and under the new plan would have 
received but half credit. If every student 
in the university puts his back up and goes 
on a strike the faculty cannot enforce the 
order. What I want to do is right here to 
invite all the stickers to join the band of the 
faithful and get four cuts. Then if the ac- 
tion is unanimous we will see what the facul- 
ty will do.“ 

Members of the faculty would not discuss 
the matter when asked if they intended to 
enforce the reform order. 


Police Tell David S. Gates to Leave 
Germany Because He Did Not 
Serve in Army. 


David S. Gates of Chicago, who is a Ger- 
man by birth but a naturalized American 
citizen, may be forced. to leave Germany 
against his wishes. 

The embarrassing situation was brought 
about by the Berlin police, who discovered 
Mr. Gates had left his fatherland thirty 
‘years ago, when he was 18 years old, with- 
out having first served the regulation mili- 
tary term. The authorities have given him 
until May 1 to leave. 

Mr. Gates went to Berlin last January with 
his family, expecting to live in Germany for 
the next three or four years. ;

It is an open question which is more 
worthless — the vicious newspaper 
which influences only those who are 


not worth influencing because they 


have no money to spend; or the weak, 
anaemic newspaper without any iden- 
tity whatever, whieh influences no 
one. 


q Newspapers are singularly like men 
—either positive, neutral or negative. 


A man can be positive for either 
good or evil. Positive scoundrels at- 
tract a certain sort of following and 
so do indifferent newspapers. But 
what advertiser, wants to reach the 
people who have nomoney to spend? 


q The neutral and the negative you 
can class together, both among men 
and newspapers. Every eity has 
them eminently respectable in many 
cases, but absolute ciphers in the 
community as far as influenee is con- 
cerned.

ANOTHER FULL ROUNDED 
BOOK OF FICTION BY 
EDEN PHILLPOTTS. 


The Three Brothers.” A Strong 
Study in Character and Tempera- 
ment Drawn by Master Hand. 


D THREE BROTHERS’ (Mac- 
on millan) of Eden Phillpotts’ story of 
that name exhibit the many diver- 
gent traits that we often see in 
families, which are held together 
by no visible bond of sympathy or conge- 
niality, but merely by that invisible and in- 
explicable tie of blood, They are all prom- 
ment, each in his own way, of course, in the 
little community in which they live. The 
oldest is a giant and is proud of his size and 
strength. He farms well, and when by a 
mishap, the result of overconfidence in this 
strength of his, he meets his death, he leaves 
a tidy sum for his numerous offspring and 18 
straightway forgotten of his neighbors. The 
second brother makes it his boast that he is 
the friend of everybody, that all place im- 
plicit confidence in him and in his judgment, 
that they give their small savings into his 
hands without asking security, and he is 
happy and gratified and exultant, and his 
good will wins all who chance to come to the 
inn of which he is the proprietor. But when 
death comes it finds him unready, and, being 
unwilling to wait until the hopes upon which 
he had built his life are fulfilled, it leaves 
upon his memory a lasting obioquy for all 
the confidence betrayed, hatred, and male- 
dictions instead of blessings. The third 
brother, whom the reader feels from the be- 
ginning is the strongest character, the one 
that has appealed most strongly to the 
author himself, is a man outwardly stern, 
openly distrustful of h second brother, 
scarcely more than tole t of the first. He 
is a recluse, one devoted to thought upon the 
hilltop. His attitude is so negative as to be 
almost hostile, and a disagreeable reputa- 
tion has spread through the valley about him. 
Though this hurts him, he cannot take, he 
doesn't know how to take at this stage in 
his life, any steps to correct it. 

With the death of his son, the single being 
on whom he centered all his affections, his 
attitude begins to changé. He begins to feel 
the need for contact with his kind, the need 
to enter into their life, he feels the insuffi- 
ciency of the attitude that is content mefely 
to stand by the wayside and look on. The 
way to enter the lives of others develops 
slowly, until the death of his popular brother 
brings to light much that was hidden and 
never dreamed of, which because of the tie of 
blood between them affects this hermit. Un- 
ostentatiously he sets out to do the thing 
that is nearest, the nearest duty as he sees 
it, and not looking back to catch the nod 
of popular approval—this never entered ih 
his calculations, though his heart has ached 
for it—it comes as a sprprise well nigh over- 
whelming when a spontaneous token of es- 
teem and of affection is borne in to him. 

These three men, however, are but the cen- 
ter about which a full and detailed story is 
grouped. The whole little community of 
Dartmoor would seem to be represented 
through the more. prominent’ characters. 
These are described with humor and realism. 
The plot with its génerous proportions never 
lets the interest lag, its various parts, like 
its many characters, are.held firmly to- 
gether. In short, it is a book that produces 
the feeling of completeness when finished. 
We have been given a picture of men and of 
a community, we have had a bit of the phi- 
losophy of life, and have been left with some- 
thing to think about. 


“THE ETERNAL BOT (Dodd. Mead & 
Co.) is the title of Owen Johnson's story of 
boy life in a preparatory school. That life 
means a multitude of pranks, ab numerous as 
the days and nights and the minds that de- 
vise them; at least here we don’t get but a 
glimpse of what might be the serious side 


of boarding school lifel at, a boys’ school. 


Even reprimands are followed not by con- 
trition, but by plots to find revenge and fur- 
ther means to harasc. The narrative is 
amusing, for the boys are clever and in-, 
ventive to almost an incredible degree, and 
cannot but be enjoyed even by those who 
deprecate the reading of books that scorn 
and disregard duly constituted authority. 
But boys will be boys the world around, and 
this is a book of a boy. 


“IN THE VALLEY OF THE SHADOWS” 
(Doubleday, Page & Co.) is a short story that 
by a device of the publishers has been given 
more substantial proportions than it might 
otherwise have possessed. It is the story of 


thus pointing the way to his doing one thing 
that will not bring disgrace to his memory.

Externally “THE RED MOUSE” (Dodd, 
Mead & Co.) is one of the most attractive 
books that has appeared of late, and the 
strangeness of the title piques one’s curiosity 
so that one wonders if he has read it aright. 
The story is one of those mystery ro- 
mances that compel undivided attention 


' from beginning to end, and that appears as 


inevitable while the reader is under its spell. 
And even after the spell has vanished the re- 
membered pleasure of the reading will soften 
the judgment of the improbable that more 
mature refiection compels. 

New York is the scene of action, the gay 
life of the socially prominent and the side of 
life in another section of the city that re- 
mains always in the dark. A man who has 
nothing better to do than spend his wife's 
money in satisfying his own whims and de- 
sires, even when these mean disloyalty to 
her, kills another man. On a second trial he 
is given his liberty, but his wife’s money is 
gone, and for the first time in his life he sets 
out to hunt for work. When the many com- 
plications with which the murder was con- 
nected are unraveled the man and his wife, 
whom he has learned to love for her own 
sake, are able to resume their old position 
in the world. The book is recommended to 
any one in search of an agreeable way to 
spend an hour or two. William Hamilton 
Osborne is the author. 


Indiana has an unfailing charm to its 
children. When one of them, gifted in 
description and expression, essays to recount 
the many interesting details of its life 
yhistory, the result is certain. HISTORIC 
INDIANA” (G. P. Putnam's Sons) takes its 
place on the Indiana shelf as in many ways 
a tribute of affection from a daughter to one 
of the sturdy men who helped to clear the 
wilderness and make the commonwealth 
what it is. Mrs. Julia Henderson Levering, 
a sister of Prof. Charles R. Henderson of the 
University of Chicago, is the author. The 
representative pioneer is Albert Henderson, 
the father, an Indiana type, the book calls 
him. 

A chapter telling of his work is included 
with twenty-one others, which recall the 
history of the territory under different flags, 
the incoming of its people, the struggle 
against the ills of pioneer life, the develop- 
ment of the social characteristics, the un- 
folding of the natural resources, the growth 
of education and literature, the effect of the 
civil war, the peculiarities of the Hoosier, 
and like themes. A large number of selected 
photographs add to.the value of the volume. 
The style is pleasing. The author's sense of 
proportion is evident. 

The appreciation of the right sort of things 
is clear. Combining as it does history and 
description, Historic Indiana will find 
welcome in every Home where there are 
associations with the state. Those who are 
interested in the story of the development 
and growth of the central west, even if they 
have no Indiana tie, will find it illuminating 
and helpful.

HE “REMINISCENCES AND COR- 
RESPONDENCE OF MADAME 
OLGA NOVIKOFF ”’ is printed in two 
formidable volumes and entitled The 
M. P. for Russia (G. P. Putnam's 

Sons). These volumes are edited by Mr. W. 
T. Stead, who was long an intimate friend 
of the famous Russian. Said Lord Beacons- 
field in the stormy days of the Bulgarian 
atrocity agitation: I call Mme. Novikoff 
the M. P. for Russia in England,“ and it is 
from this remark that Mr. Stead takes the 
title for the book. This interesting woman 
was especially well known in England, 
where she was on intimate terms with the 
leading statesmen of the last quarter of a 
century, including Mr. Gladstone as well as 
Lord Beaconsfield. She and Mr. Gladstone, 
80 Mr. Stead tells us, stood shoulder to 
shoulder in the days when England went 
mad with jingoism. In nothing, Mr. Stead 
thinks, does the remarkable courage and 
chivalry of Mr, Gladston@ shine out ip 
more marked contrast to the mean tim- 
idity of many other public men” than his 
readiness to cotJperate with Mme. Novikoff. 

“When Baron Brunnov in 1878 introduced 
Mme. Novikoff on the same evening to Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Disraeli he little knew,” 
says Mr. Stead, ‘“ what a service he was 
rendering to his country. It is possible that 
this introduction was the most useful act 
that any Russian ambassador to this coun- 
try has been privileged to perform since the 
Crimean war. Mme. Novikoff without any 
official position or any diplomatic standing 
was able, by the glow of her womanly en- 
thusiasm, by her keen intelligence, and ac- 
curate information, to do more than Count 
Schouvaloff ever did to avert the war which 
Lord Beaconsfield seemed to be bent upon 
bringing about.“

Mme. Novikoff lived at Claridge’s hotel. 
London, and in her salon there she assem- 
bled around her the most distinguished poli- 
tical and scientific men of the day. King- 
lake and Carlyle, Froude and Lecky, Lord 
Clarendon and Villiers, Count Beust, Count 
Bylandt, Sir Mackenzie Wallace, Sir Robert 
Morier, Canon Liddon, Abraham Hayward, 
and Prof. Tyndall were a few of the nt 
galaxy of which Mme. Novikoff was the 
center. Since the outbreak of the Russo- 
Japanese war, and the subsequent troubles 
in Russia. Mme. Novikoff discontinued her 
receptions. But all her life she had corre- 
sponded with many of the most distin- 
guished men of our time, whoge reminis- 
cences shed bright rays of light on European 
life in the last quarter of a century.” 

Mme. Novikoff is described not only as a 
grande dame but as a journalist. pamphiet- 
eer. and author.“ With all the “ charm and 
sweetness and fascination of a woman she 
combined the resolution and the strength of 
a man. Her character was so complex that 
no two of her friends agreed exactly in their 
estimate. As for her enemies, they were 
never able to agree as to why she deserved 
condemnation. But those who loved her— 
and they included all who knew her inti- 
mately—were aware that below all these 
coruscating, conflicting rays which confused 
and dazzled the observer there was a mas: 
sive foundation of good temper, a warm 
heart. and the quick, intuitive sympathy 
of a nature instinctively responsive to every 
lofty emotion and every generous ideal. 

There was always more or less mystery 
about Mme. Novikoff, who some people be- 
lieved was a Russian spy but others did 
not, and she was received in conservative 
as well as liberal circles.

I find 
thig interesting paragraph in a letter from 
Froude to Mme. Novikoff, * I sorry that 
you have given up America; there, not here, 
is the future of the English race. You can 
breathe freely among the people there with- 
out being smothered in lies and convention- 
alities. Think of it again. Yeu will meet 
many unknown friends there whom your 
book has made for you.“ 

In another letter to Mme. Novikoff Mr. 
Froude alludes to the falling of Carlyle’s 
health. June 22, 1878. Carlyle is well to ap- 
pearances, but he is growing weak. His 
interest in this life is fast waning, and his 
eyes are straining into the ‘beyond.’ And 
what is that? Are we to again begin 
the round of passion, and struggle, and 
hope, and glimpses, and in the end 
weariness and disappointment? And is 
this to be oalled eternal peace? Give 
us sleep rather, never more to wake, 
and above all never to dream And yet 
Carlyle lived for a number of years longer. 
In Jan. 80, 1881, we find Froude writing: 
Now for .news which will fall heavily on 
you, though you will not be surprised. Car- 
lyle ie dying. He sank when the frost set in, 
and has never raliied. He lies in his bed, 
never moving, scarcely speaking, taking no 
food, and quietly waiting for the end. Sev- 
eral times he has fallen into a state of un- 
consciousness from which he was not ex- 
pected to recover. He may linger for many 
days yet, but I shall never hear his voice 
again. I have not seen him myself for ten 
days. He then did not rouse himself to 
speak to me, though he knew that I was in 
the room. There will be an agitation for 
his burial in Westminster Abbey, but his 
orders on that point have been strict. He is 
to be ‘gathered to his fathers’ in Eccle- 
fechan kirkyard. He lived without any pub- 
lic mark of honor from his countrymen, and 
they shall not make a pageant of his death. 

Soon after he is gone I shall publish two 
small volume of autobiographical reml- 
niscences which he has left behind in my 
charge. I will send you a copy of them. 
They deal with ‘times,’ and ‘things,’ and 
‘persons’ of which the continent Europe 
knows little, and they will scarcely bear 
translating. But we shall see. The Amer- 
icans, I expect, will be passionately inter- 
ested.”’ 

Of course, this book will have greater in- 
terest in England than in this country. We 
only know of Mme. Novikoff in a vague sort 
of way, but, according to Mr. Stead, when- 
ever conversation flagged in a London draw- 
ing room at the end of the os there was no 
more infallible specific than to mention the 
name of Mme. Olga Novikoff. Who was she, 
what was she doing, why was she in London 
were the questions constantly asked and 
not always satisfactorily answered. She 
occupied a niche of her own, and there is no 
one who has taken her piace in interna- 
tional politics, just as there are no English 
statesmen who have taken the places of 
Gladstone, Beaconstield, Salisbury, and no 
historians who have taken the places of 
Froude, and Kinglake, and no philosopher 
who has taken the piace of Carlyle!

GOD.“ By Prof. William Newton Clarke, 
Colgate university. (Charles Scribner's 
Sons.) This important book belongs to the 
International Theological library series. 
Prof. Clarke is a remarkably unbiased, clear, 
fair, convincing thinker. The reader is apt 
to feel that he begins at the right point, and 
that he then moves on from step to step in the 
reasoning in the right and natural order. 
While there is Uttle show of formal logic, and 
not the least use of technical verbiage, one 
has to a marked degree the feeling of satis- 
faction in the obviously natural consecution 
of the thought. } 

Christ ty, says Dr. Clarke, is a doctrine 
of God and a life in God; a religion with such 
a God ‘as Jesus Christ makes known. It 
does not inherit solely from the bible; it in- 
herits also from the long course of Christian: 
history, during which the Christian mind has 
been at work upon the thought of God, and 
the thought of God upon the Christian mind. 
The sources of this doctrine lie partly far- 
ther back then Christ, not only in the Hebrew 
faith that cradled the Christian faith, but in 
the general faith of men, even in the primi- 
tive thoughts of men. 

Dr. Clarke, after speaking of God as a 


personality, his goodness, love, holiness, wis- 


dom, and unity in character, goes on to con- 
slider God and Men,“ and God and the 
Universe.’’ This leads him to speak of him as 
Creator, Father, Sovereign, Providence, 
Savior, Trinity, and God in human life. Es- 
pecially clear, discriminating, and illhuminat- 
ing are the sections relating to the ques- 
tions of transcendence, immanence, and om- 
nipotence. Probably there is nothing in the 
book more distinctly helpful than the au- 
thor’s statements respecting the problem of 
evil, of sin, of suffering, in the world, in the 
universe. No reader can fail to be struck 
with the fairnese of the author's presentation 
of the case, as of his reasoning about it. Of 
course this is a question that appeals to every 
thoughtful person. 

One thing of interest about this bock is that 
there are no references in it to the opinions 
of others, no citations from othera’ reason- 
ings, and no particle of controversy. Not 
that the author is not familiar enough with 
what others have thought and said; but he 
has deemed it best to make a perfectly 
straight and straightforward path for his 
own feet, as for those who may choose to 
follow him in his all absorbing endeavor to 
find and to make plain the greatest of ali 
truth.

Wash goods, fancy ginghams, mercerized and silk 
mixed combination fancies in old rose, mulberry, 
wisteria, lavender, and reseda sold well. In silks, 
black taffeta, and messalines were in good demand. 
Dutch collars and jabots were the most popular 
items in ladies’ neckwear. Manufacturers have 
found it difficult to keep up with the demand for 
medium and low priced lace curtains. The finer 
grades have also been active, but with better de- 
liveries. The call for black kid gloves has been 
extremely large. 

Marshall Field & Co., in their weekly review of 
the dry goods trade, said: Demand has been 
general in character; dress accessories and the no- 
tion lines especially active. The dépleted condi- 
tion of most retail stocks is indicated by the wide 
range of merchandise ordered for quick deliyery. 
There were again more orders received and more 
customers in market than in the corresponding 
week last year. Plisse, in cotton and silk. for shirt 
waist and full suits, in all the new plain shades 
and printed effects, is having good call for imme- 
diate delivery. The seasonable calls for rugs, 
scalloped bedspreads, and drapery fabrics continue, 
being especially noticeable in drapery fabrics of 
lighter character and new designs for various 

spring and early summer uses. The consumption 
of this class of goods is steadily increasing.“
